Although  seismotogiyiy  ntiiv  not  dignify 
it  by  the  n^me  of  *n  ' ran hquike  the  Pacific 
Northweat  raperirncad  a sharp,  briak  ihakc 
on  Sunda^  morning,  whrn  recording  needles 
were  thrown  off  their  papers  shortly  alter 
10:14  am,  daylight  time  Somewhere  on 
the  fault  line  west  ol  Vancouver  Island  and 
probably  some  little  distance  north  of  the 
Strait  of  Juan  de  Fuca  a very  definite  settle- 
ment ol  the  sea  floor  took  place,  with  varying 
results  oyer  a considerable  area.  One  man 
dropped  dead  at  Seattle.  Another  was 
drowned  when  a dinghy  swamped  off  the 
cast  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  Some  1 50 
chimneys  crashed  between  Union  Bay  and 
(.ourtenay:  several  breaks  appeared  in  the 
Island  Highway,  and  three  Island  settle- 
ments. Courtenay.  Port  Alberni  and  Kil- 
donan.  saw  enough  action  to  please  the  most 
ambitious  of  their  residents. 

While  the  temblor  was  fell  sharply  at 
Seattle.  Victoria  and  Vancouver,  its  effect 
travelled  with  visible  resufn  as  far  as  Kelowna 
in  the  Interior  and  through  the  Fraser  Valley 
on  the  Mainland.  Recording  needles  at 
Berkeley,  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  region, 
picked  up  the  pressure  wave  some  few  min- 
utes after  it  had  started.  In  Victoria  there 
were  fortunately  no  fatalities,  but  a good  deal 
of  small  incidental  damage  was  done.  One 
chimney  in  a house  on  Chapman  Street 
swivelled  around  above  the  roofline.  Crockery 
came  down  at' many  points,  and  nearly  all 
individuals  canvassed  uid  they  saw  buildings 
sway,  while  the  earth  underfoot  rocked  in 
rhythm.  For  the  average  observer  in  this 
area,  tlx  affair  lasted  about  thiriy  seconds.  I 
although  the  recording  instruments  show  its 
peak  was  about  three  times  as  long  in  all 
Seismologists,  whose  business  it  is  to  study 
the  nature  and  exhibition  of  earth  tremors.  | 
are  not  alarmed  at  the  manifestation,  sharp  , 
as  It  was  in  the  immediate  \'ancouver  Island 
region.

HU  uOenU 
reached  their  aenlth  of  expression 
when  he  Introduced  re(]nementi  in 
the  Tyburn  cwHows.  The  tackle 
rigfed  on  the  end  of  a spar  or  beam 
In  modem  tlfUnc  apparatus,  still 
stranfely  resembles  the  Insinilneni 
which-  Derrick  made  famous. 

Derrick  was  a showman,  too.  He 
publltiaed  his  execuUoru  so  that  they 
became  ■ evanU  of  the  day,  and 
people  paid  well  for  close*up  views. 
It  was  said  at  the  time  that  one 
really  hadn't  seen  anything  if  he 
hadn't  seen  a "Derrick  '—that  U,  a 
Derrick  hanging! 

The  name  "Derrick"  U of  Dutch 
orlftn.  deriving  from  > Dlederlk, 
which  means  "chief  of  the  people!'* 
Derrick's  name  u mentioned  fre- 
quently In  contemporary  plays  and 
literature.  In  a work  published  In 
1608.  It  U ivrliten  of  an  unsavory 
character 

"He  rides  circuit  with  the  devil, 
and  Derrick  mast  be  hu  host,  and 
Tybome  the  Inn  at  which  he  wUl 
light."
